every five minutes, {irst with water
and Juter with dripping. RBerve with
brown mushroom sauce.

Children's Rusks.

Muoke 0 goft spouge
warm milk, hnlf yeast cake dissolved
In lukewarm water and sifted flour.
Let it rige overnight. In the morning
audd one-half cupful of mwelted batter,
one cupful of sugar, one egg and a
little salt. Flavor with ecinnamon, sift
in flour enough to muke a flrm dough.
mold into rolls, place in pans, let rise
agaln and bake In a quick oven
These are lmproved by the addition
of a few currants or ralsins, When
done dampen the tops slightly mul
sift on some powdered sugar.
